He did educational 
work In Kansas fer two and a half 
years. He preached In Springfield, 
111., and Lawrence and Boston, Mass. 

In 
18S1 he was called to the First Pres- 
byterian chunk of Chicago, when 
he served flfteen years. In 1803 Dr. 
Barrows was the organiser and pres- 
ident of the World's Parliament of 
Religions, held during the world's 
fsir. In 1BM he went to India to 
give the Haskell lecture for the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 
On his return 


he lectured for two jean. In No- 
vember, 1888, he was elected presi- 
dent of Oberlin college. During hii 
incumbency as president ths institu- 
tion has prospered greatly. A widow, 
three daughters and a son survive 
him.
